OR TEN YEARS the military policy 
F of this nation as set forth in the 
National Defense Act has been in ef- 
fect. This policy was adopted following 
the World War and its provisions were 
adopted as a direct result of the ex- 

i ined in that war. It is 
es te penal iI authorities 
conceded by practically all. authori 
to be the best legislation for adequate 
preparedness that this country has ever 
had, and there are few, if any, who 
would cause it to be changed in any of 
its fundamental provisions. 

Many Amendments y 

However, in the period during which 
it has been in effect a great many 
amendments have been offered and 
many of them enacted. Each of these 
amendments that has been enacted af- 
fects anywhere from one to fifteen of 
the sections contained in the Act. The 
National Defense Act of 1916 has been 
amended by more than 75 acts. Sixty- 
five such acts have amended the Na- 
tional Defense Act as adopted in 1920. 
These various amendments have 
changed in some way many of the 
provisions in vital manner. A study of 
the subject indicates that 21 acts were 
adopted during the 69th Congress and 
17 during the 70th Congress, affecting 
the National Defense Act, while there 
are carried in the annual War Depart- 
ment Appropriation bill some 13 items 
affecting the law. This indicates that 
as the years pass there is an increas- 
ing need for changes, and as changes 
are made in piece-meal fashion there 
is great danger of inadvertently and 
perhaps unintentionally changing some 
of the fundamental provisions that 
should be maintained. During the 
present Congress there have been in- 
troduced approximately fifteen bills 
calling for amendments to this act as 
amended, some of which will bring 
about vital changes if enacted. 

Pay Act Amended 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that Congress has just pro- 
vided a joint committee to study the 
Pay Act. This act was adopted in 1922, 
two years after the present National 
Defense Act, and we find that but some 
84 amendments have been made to the 
measure. 

All of this indicates the necessity 
for a general study by the committees 
of Congress with the subject of the Na- 
tional Defense Act as now constituted 
in order that it may be determined 
whether this fundamental defense leg- 
islation is indeed carrying out the full 
intent of its purpose. For instance, 
Since the adoption of the act in 1920 
an additional Assistant Secretary of 
War has been provided to have charge 
of the ever increasingly important 
arm of service, the Air Corps. The 
War Council provided in the National 
Defense Act does not include this new 
Assistant Secretary. The General of 
the Armies of the United States is a 
member of this War Council.

Navy Line Personnel 
Situation Is Studied

UNDER the basic Act of Aug. 29, 
1916, the number of commissioned 
line officers of the Navy is fixed as 4% 
of the authorized number of enlisted 
men. This, with a total authorized num- 
ber of enlisted men of 137,485, shows 
the maximum number of commissioned 
line officers allowed the Navy as 5,499. 
This number has never been reached 
since its establishment, although in 
1927, on the graduation of that year’s 
class, it reached to within one of the 
number and was momentarily at a 
strength of 5,498. In 1928 and 1929 the 
graduating classes were insuffcient to 
replace the annual losses from the line. 
This year, however, a large class is 
graduating with some prospect of an 
excess in number over the vacancies in 
the allowed strength created by the 
losses up to the date of graduation. To 
afford as many vacancies as practica- 
ble, the department has released the 
previous restriction on acceptance of 
resignations prior to two years after 
graduation and has approved applica- 
tions for retirement of lieutenants of 
over 30 years’ service, but under 50 
years of age, applications which pre- 
viously had not been approved. 
With the normal losses, additional 
separations due to these changes, and 
the transfer to the Staff Corps of offi- 


pears probabie that the strength of the 
Line, 5,320 on Jan. 31, will be reduced 
by early June to 5,185, approximately, 
leaving 314 vacancies. 

To fill these 314 vacancies there will 
normally be available approximately 
340 graduates, excluding from the 
graduating class those applying for 
the Marine Corps and for the Supply 
Corps of the. Navy and those whose 
physical disqualifications will not per- 
mit their commissioning. This indi- 
cates an apparent surplus of 26. 

If the pending Line Personnel Bill 
(Britten Bill) is enacted before grad- 
uation a provision in that bill, permit- 
ting the commissioning of excess grad- 
uates to fill vacancies anticipated prior 
to July 1, will in itself permit commis- 
sioning these 26 surplus graduates. On

Uniform Change Of Station 
Allowances Being Studied 





AVORABLE reaction on the pro- 

posed legislation establishing uni- 
form change of station allowances for 
military personnel and civilian employ- 
ees of the government is shown by the 
replies being received by the Chief Co- 
ordinator to his recent letter to all de- 
partments asking for comment on the 
pending bill. 

From the standpoint of the military 
services the radical changes in the 
measure are desirable and in line with 
many former recommendations, The 
question of increased cost, however, 
must be considered and the services 
take the view that existing provisions 
for the military personnel must not be 
endangered to secure the additional 
benefits sought for the civilian em- 
ployees. 

In the comment from the Marine 
Corps, which endorses the proposed bill, 
the desirability of the uncrating item is 
stressed. At present effects are crated, 
shipped and delivered but the obliga- 
tion of the government ceases. there, 
leaving the household effects dumped 
in the yard. It also urges the inclusion 
of dependent parents in transportation 
privileges. as :

Reed Proposes To Extend 
EO Retirement Privileges 


ENATOR GRUNDY, of Pennsyl- 
vania, on behalf of his colleague, 
Senator Reed, chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, introduced 
a bill (S. 3415) Feb. 3, which would 
extend to several hundred officers and 
former officers benefits of the emer- 
gency officers’ retirement act. 

The measure was planned by Senator 
Reed before his departure for the Lon- 
don congerence. It is construed to ap- 
ply the benefits. of the Tyson-Fitz- 
gerald bill to all men who were dis- 
abled while serving as officers in the 
military forces of the United States 
during the World War either as pro- 
visional, temporary, or permanent of- 
ficers of the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, who have not been retired under 
the laws relating to retirement of offi- 
cers of these services and find them- 
selves otherwise within the require- 
ments of existing laws. 

It is known that Senator Reed pre- 
pared the measure after consulting 
both the director of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau and the Secretary of War. 

A statement was issued from Senator 
Reed’s office explaining the purpose of 
the bill. It follows: 

“Two groups of former officers who 
have found themselves deprived of re- 
tirement benefits enjoyed by comrades 
who saw similar service would-be bene- 
fited. by the bill.

President Hoover 
on Monday signed the joint resolution, 
giving to the investigation the sanc- 
tion of the administration. On Tues- 
day he sent the signed measure to the 
Capitol; on Wednesday Speaker Long- 
worth appointed the five Representa- 
tives for the committee (and started a 
current of talk which buzzed round the 
Capitol and into Army and Navy cir- 
cles). Thursday Vice President Cur- 
tis announced the appointment of th 
five Senators for the committee.

Senator Jones, the ranking member 
of the joint committee, told the Army 
and Navy Journal that he would make 
no move to get the hearings under way 
until Senator Reed returns from Lon- 
don. As the ranking member, he would 
normally be chairman of the commit- 
tee, but as he put it, “Senator Reed 
knows all about this situation and I 
know nothing about: it, so it will be 
better for us to wait until he returns 
to Washington.” 

Quite a flow of gossip was loosened 
by the appointments from the House 
of Representatives. Three of those se-

(Continued from First Page) 
that he steered shy of the appointment. 
He has been confined to his home since 
Jan. 28 with illness. 

Mr. French, the ranking representa- 
tive on the committee, appeared before 
the Rules committee when that body 
was considering the resolution in the 


House. The object of his testifying at 
that time was to issue a warning that 
the investigation should not be consid- 
ered as a pay raising proposal and to 
declare that increases in pay would 
bear heavily on the national budget. 

A bright spot in the selection of the 
House committeemen is the fact that 
any sort of report that comes forth 
from. them is virtually assured of 
speedy adoption, for it will already 
have gone far toward clearing the 
greatest hurdle—the powerful appro- 
priations committee. The presence of 
three of the “guardians of the purse 
strings” on the joint committee might 
thus be considered as strategically im- 
portant. 

When the committee does form Pres- 
ident Hoover will in all probability 
transmit to it the report made for him 
by the Bureau of Efficiency. The re- 
port has been completed in memoran- 
dum form, gone to the White House, 
been distributed to the six services 
concerned, and gone back with the com- 
ments of the service chiefs. The Bu- 
reau is now understood to be making 
some additions to it prelimi 
mally presenting it to the President. 

Both the Army and Navy are work- 
ing diligently gathering material to aid 
the committee. The Army committee 
has established itself in headquarters

paring the statistics and data which is 
sure to be called for by the committee.

Gen. Grote Hutcheson, USA, 
retired, a former Secretary of the Na 
tional Rifle Association, then spoke on 
the early activities of the Association, 

Brig. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, 
USA, delievered a very interesting 
speech which touched, among other 
things, on programs of economy rela 
tive to military activities. He im 
pressed upon officials of the Associa. 
tion the necessity for keeping the 
place which the Association has made 
for itself in the affairs of the nation 

Col. H. B. Myers, USA, who has 
again been appointed Executive Offi- 
cer of the National Rifle Matches, dix 
cussed plans for next year’s matches, 

Lt. Col. J. M. Coward, the Execu 
tive Officer of the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice 
outlined in a short talk the increased 
activity in his office. Col. Coward's 
office is the branch of the War De 
partment which deals directly with the 
civilian element, and in his talk he 
stated that 21,000 sales were made to 
members of the National Rifle Asse 
ciation and to civilian rifie clubs 
during the year 1929. These figures 
exceeded by 3,474 the sales made @ 
the previous year. He stated that 
76,000 participants were accom 
modated at the National Matches held 
at Camp Perry, Ohio, last September, 
and that all available facilities were 
taxei to their utmost in order to a 
commodate the shooters who were 
present. 

The report made to the directors of 
the activities of the National Rifle 
Association during the year 1929 i 
dicated, without doubt, a remarkal 
increase in interest in rifle shoo 
throughout the country. The 
number of active rifle clubs is now UP 
ward of 2,000, with a membership 
approximately 125,000. A compar 
tive statement of annual and life 
membership showed approxima 
25% increase in annual members, # 
approximately 50% increase in life 
members over the preyious year. 

The financial statement presented 
indicated a most healthy condition.

Public Supports Pay. 


‘(HE following resolution was adopted 
by the Jackson, Miss., Chamber of 


Commerce: 

“Whereas, a great many of the per- 
sonnel of the Army and Navy of the 
United States have resigned or quit 
the service in recent years, and it is 
stated by those who have settled in 
Jackson, Mississippi, that they were 
forced to do so because they and their 
families could not live properly on 
the Government pay that they were 
receiving, and that they had to re- 
turn to civil life, where they could 
and are earning enough to live on 
properly. 

“Whereas, in our scheme of National 
Defense the positions occupied by our 
Regular Army, Navy and their Allied 
Services is most important, and they 
therefore, should be highly efficient. 
And to remain efficient, conditions must 
be such in those Services as will at- 
tract and hold desirable personnel, and 
the pay received is a major factor in 
determining conditions under which 
one must live. 


“Whereas, the present pay schedule, 
which has not been materially changed 
in a number of years, of the Army and 
Navy is proving unsatisfactory, and, 
whereas, an interdepartmental board 
convened by authority of the Secre- 
taries of War, Treasury and Com- 
merce have studied the pay situation of 
these Government Services, and made 
certain recommendations which is be- 
lieved will improve present conditions 
and make the Services more efficient. 

Be It Resolved: That the Chamber 
of Commerce of Jackson, Mississippi, 
declare itself in favor of the move- 
ment to secure for the Army, Navy 
and the Allied Services, the adoption 
of a new pay schedule which will take 
into consideration the increase in the 
cost of living since the present pay 
schedule went into effect, and strongly 
favor the passage of such an Act, and 
urges its Representatives to Congress 
to aid in the passage of such an Act 
at an early date.

(Continued from First Page) 
sioned officers during the World War, 
and subsequently reverted to enlisted 
rank in the Regular Army, and who 
have since retired or are eligible for 
retirement as enlisted men, but not as 
officers. 

“Second, men who during the war 
held concurrent commissions in the 
Regular Army and as emergency of- 
ficers who, under decisions of the 
Comptroller General, are not eligible 
for retirement either as regulars or 
emergency officers, because of their 
dual status. 

“Director of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, is among 
those who have approved the measure 
as an act of simple justice to a group 
of former officers who find themselves 
deprived of retirement benefits on tech- 
nicalities. In the opinion of the Vete- 
rans’ Bureau, as expressed in a letter 
from Gen. Hines to Senator Reed, the 
bill as drawn is broad enough to cover 
all men who were disabled while serv- 
ing as officers in the military forces of 
the United States during the World 
War either under emergency commis- 
sions or as provisional, temporary, or 
permanent officers in the Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps, who have not been 
retired under the laws relating to re- 
tirement of officers of these services 
and find themselves inteligible for such 
retirement, although otherwise within 
the requirements of existing laws. 

“Under the language of the bill, the 
only disabled World War officer who 
would be excluded is the regular officer 
who is entitled to retirement under the 
laws relating to the regular military 
establishment. 

“The amendment would be made ret- 
roactive to May 24, 1928, the enact- 
ment date of the Tyson-Fitzgerald 
(emergency officer retirement) act, and 
would allow a year for the filing of ap- 
plications for retirement under its 
pene by those who would be bene- 
ted.’

(Continued from First Page) 
ees of the government. The allowances 
cover dependents, household effects and 
other property; that part of the bill 
covering household effects and personal 
property other than is in the 
Navy Department under the cognizance 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts. The allowances are provided 
for from homes to duty stations, be- 
tween duty stations and upon retire- 
ment to homes. The changes therefore 
are radical. 

“At present there are special laws 
covering some of the civilian depart- 
ments which provide for the transpor- 
tation of dependents.and household ef- 
fects. In the Navy Department, how- 
ever, transportatién-is furnished a civ- 
ilian employee himself from his home 
or duty station to:a foreign station and 
also return from-a foreign station, but 
there is no provision of law for the 
transportation of employees’ depend- 
ents or household effects. 

“For a number of years the Navy 
Department has been endeavoring to 
secure a law covering the transporta- 
tion of the dependents and household 
effects of civilian employees from their 
home or duty station in the United 
States to foreign Stations,-due to the 
difficulty of gétting civilians to accept 
appointment on foreign stations. The 
cost of transportation for the depend- 
ents and household goods to and from 
the foreign stations is almost prohibi- 
tive if the cost must be borne by the in- 
dividual. The proposed law therefore 
is in accord with the previous desires 
of the department,.at least so far as it 
effects civilian employees,. . 

“The proposed law, also, provides for 
transportation from their homes to first 
duty stations and from duty stations to 
homes on retirement, of dependents and 
household effects. This provision of 
law is desirable for the military per- 
sonnel, since at present dependent’s 
transportation to first-duty stations is 
not authorized, and, under the present 
decision, transportation of dependents 
can be furnished from foreign stations 
to homes when an officer is retired, but 
cannot be furnished when the last duty 
station is in the United States. 

“In circular letter number 19, the 
Chief Coordinator states that the pro- 
posed law is sought to establish uni- 
formity in change of station allow- 
atices. The law is necessary in order 
to establish uniformity from civilian 
personnel. In the case of military per- 
sonnel, however, the present laws are 
uniform, although the extensions cited 
in the last paragraph appear advisable. 

“Since the military personnel have 
now uniform allowances it might be 
preferable first to secure uniformity of 
allowances for the civilian personnel, 
and subsequently to consolidate both 
groups under one general uniform law. 
The direct attainment of uniformity, 
however, as provided by the attached 
draft bill, would not seem open to se- 
rious objection, provided that, for rea- 
sons of economy, or the like the result- 
ont uniformity does not bring about a 
lowering of the present system and 
scale of alowances for military per- 
sonel.” 

The letter sent out by the Chief Co- 
ordinator was as follows: 

“To the Heads of all Departments and 

Establishments: 

“Subject: Proposed legislation es- 
tablishing uniform change of station 
allowances. 

“1. The Federal Traffic Board and 
the Interdepartmental Board on Sim- 
plified Office Procedure have jointly 
recommended, with the approval of the 
Chief Coordinator, that Congressional 
action be sought along the lines of the 
attached draft of a bill in order to es- 
tablish uniformity in change of station 
allowances for all departments and es- 
tablishments concerned. The proposed 
legislation is submitted herewith for 
your consideration. 

“2. The original proposal was for the 
drafting by these boards of uniform 
regulations covering shipment of per- 
sonal property on change of station. 
It was early developed by the joint 
committee that the requirements of 
the various departments and establish- 
ments are so separate and distinct— 
because the law governing them in this 
respect vary from one department to 
another—that it is not practical to pre- 
pare standard regulations under the 
circumstances. It was further found 
that the movements of dependents of 
officers and employes of the Federal 
Government are so closely related to 
movements of their personal effects 
that it would simplify and clarify the 
entire situation by treating these two 
subjects together. Therefore the joint 
committee proceeded to draft a basic 
law broad enough in character to per- 
mit the issuance of uniform regula-

Sill, where the school has always been lo- 
cated, it is not yet known whether that site will be the next one on the board’s 
survey itinerary. 
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LONG RANGE GUNS TO FIRE 
THE SECRETARY OF WAR has directed the commanding general, Panama 

Canal Department, to carry out, during May and June, extensive firings at 
moving targets at extreme long ranges with modern 16-i: guns. ; 

With the increase in both the caliber and the elevation given to guns on the 
modern battleship it is possible for navies to bombard cost defenses at much 
longer ranges than heretofore. Accordingly, the United States has installed 
16-inch guns capable of firing well beyond 40,000 yards, for the protection of the 
Panama Canal. 

Up to date no firings at ranges beyond 30,000 yards have been conducted 
by the Coast Artillery due to the difficulties of terrestial observation. With the 
development of the modern airplane it has now become possible to control the 
fire of these guns at distances never before dreamed of. : 

An extensive program for the firings has been furnished by the Chief of 
Coast Artillery to the authorities in Panama. This program provides for not 
only controlling the actual firing of the guns at the target, but also the indication 
of where the target is to the battery ashore by the observer in the plane. The 
observer will have to do this without approaching near enough the target to be 
within the range of the anti-aircraft guns on the ship. 

The commanding general, Panama Canal Department, Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, 
is directly in charge of these exercises and it is contemplated that officers from 
the War Department will be sent to the Panama Canal for the purposing of wit- 
nessing these tests.

Would Rank Retired Chiefs 


ENATOR TYDINGS has introduced 
a bill—S. 3278—whereby chiefs of 

bureaus of the Navy, or Judge Advo- 
cate Generals of the Navy, retiring 
either during or after such service, 
would be retired with the same rank, 
pay, and allowances as authorized by 
law for the retirement of chiefs of 
branches. Its terms provide the same 
rights for those on the retired list who 
served full terms in the capacities in- 
dicated. 

A second section of the bill provides 
that one of the officers detailed to as- 
sist the Chief of Naval Operations 
shall be designated Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations, and receive the 
highest pay of his rank while so serv- 
ing. 
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Civilians on Shore Repair 

HAT no repair work on any vessel 

of the Navy shall be performed 
by officers or enlisted men other than 
necessary repairs at sea, or repairs in 
a foreign port to enable the vessel to 
reach a United States naval station, 
and that no maintenance work shall be 
performed by the officers or enlisted 
personnel of the United States Navy 
at any naval station or naval base in 
the United States or any of its pos- 
sessions where civilian employees or 
mechanics are available is provided in 
H. R. 9039, offered by Mr. McCormack 
of Massachusetts.

Marine Officer Commended 


IRST LT. CLAYTON C. JEROME, 

U. S. MC, who risked his life to 
bring to the ground a plane with a 
broken control stick, has been award- 
ed a letter of commendation by the 
Marine Corps. 

The letter to Lt. Jerome follows: 

“Official reports received at this 
Bureau shew that on August 26, 1929, 
in FB-5 airplane No. A7114 you were 
practicing acrobatics in the vicinity 
of the Naval Air Station, San Diego, 
Calif. While performing a barrel roll 
and while the plane was on its back 
the control stick broke off at its sock- 
et. By seizing the socket with both 
hands, you managed to right the air- 
plane by use of your rudder. In spite 
of the fact that you could have left 
the plane and descended by parachute 
with comparatively small risk to your- 
self, you quickly sensed the danger to 
which life on the ground would be ex- 
posed should you abandon the plane 
at that time. 

“With great dexterity and presence 
of mind you remained with your plane 
and succeeded, by use of your belt, 
necktie and handkerchief, in lashing 
the broken control stick to the socket. 
Although the improvised gear was 
necessarily insecure, and as a result 
of the approach to a landing was ex- 
ceedingly hazardous, you landed the 

lane at the Naval Air Station, San 
iego, without further damage to ma- 
terial. 

“This action on your part reflects 
great credit on yourself and the Ma- 
rine Corps and is in keeping with the 
best traditions of the service.” 

Lt. Jerome is 29 years old. He was 
born in Hutchinson, Kans. After at- 
tending elementary schools in Kan- 
sas and Alabama, he was appointed 
to the United States Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, in 1918. Upon graduation 
he was appointed second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps, June 3, 1922. He 
was on duty at the Marine Barracks, 
Washington, D. C., from May 1923, to 
June, 1924, when he went to Quan- 
tico, Va., for service. In August, 1924, 
he was sent to the Naval Air Station, 
Pensacola, Fla., for instruction in 
aviation. He served with the Marine 
Corps forces in China for over a year 
and then was on duty with Marine 
Aviation Unit in Guam. He has been 
on duty in San Diego for about a 
year. His home is in Burrton, Kans. 
He was promoted to first lieutenant, 
April 8, 1927. 


Enlisted Personnel Data 


ONTINUED improvement in the 
Navy’s personnel situation is indi- 
cated by the statistics compiled by the 
Bureau of Navigation for the calendar 
year just closed. 

Desertions show a big decrease over 
the previous year when an excellent 
record was set, and every type of un- 
favorable discharge was lower than 
that of 1928. 

While there were 887 fewer honor- 
able discharges in 1929, there was a 
gain of 737 in the re-enlistment of 
continuous service men and a net gain 
of 78 among all men given honorable 
discharges. 

Desertions for the year show a de- 
crease of 402, but surrenders and de- 
liveries fell off correspondingly, leav- 
ing a net gain of 17. 

Much credit is given the recruiting 
officers by the bureau for the improved 
conditions. The careful investigation 
of all applicants now made keeps out 
many who a few years ago would have 
gotten in and this selective recruiting 
has kept out many misfits. Thorough- 
ness of physical examinations also has 
resulted in cutting down the number of 
men that had to be later given medical 
surveys.

Ft. Snelling (Special)—With the 
question of the payment of the State 
automobile tax by members of the 
Army stationed at Ft. Snelling now be- 
fore the supreme court of Minnesota, 
Ft. Snelling automobiles have appeared 
with their new orange and black li- 
cense tags for 1930. By an arrange- 
ment with the State officials Ft. Snell- 
ing cars will continue to use the roads 
of Minnesota with only the Ft. Snell- 
ing registration pending the final set- 
tlement of the controversy, which has 
existed for the last ten years, in the 
courts. 

Army personnel at Ft. Snelling have 
objected to the payment of the State 
automobile tax of Minnesota chiefly 
for the reason that it is a very heavy 
tax as compared with other States, in- 
cluding not only a license fee for the 
use of the roads, but a personal prop- 
erty tax as well. As there is no rebate 
for officers or enlisted men transferred 
to other stations and no reduction for 
those arriving at Ft. Snelling late in 
the year, the burden falls heavily on 
the military personnel. 

A measure designed to recoenize Ft. 
Snelling as a separate jurisdiction on 
the same basis as another State passed 
the Minnesota State Senate a year ago, 
but failed of passage in the lower 
house. Although it was believed most 
of the State officials recognize the jus- 
tice of the stand of the officers at Ft. 
Snelling, efforts of certain officials to 
eollect the tax has resulted in carrying 
the matter into the State courts. A 
recent decision in the district court was 
adverse to Ft. Snelling, but did not dis- 
euss the main point of the controversy 
and is understood to have been made 
in order to put the final determination 
of the question up to the highest State 
eourt.

(THE FIRST STEP toward naval parity taken by the London disarmers is the 

first step toward continuance of our naval inferiority. A construction holi- 
day ’till 1986 means one thing only—greater age for our old battleships as 
against a few years onward in the youth of the most formidable craft afloat— 
the Nelson and Rodney. When it comes to scrapping ships of this class we may 
be sure the Rodney will not be selected by the British. It must be a matter of 
satisfaction to Japan to see this agreement between the United States and Great 
Britain. Truly, a lessening of Western strength means an increase of hers. 
Proceeding along these lines the time is approaching when Japan will be pre- 
ponderant in the rich far-eastern field, and her selfish aims toward china will 
come closer to achievement. 





ATTENTION, CONGRESSIONAL Pay Commission: The Italian naval budget 
made public a few days ago, calls for larger appropriations than for the pre- 
ceding year. The excess is to be used largely to take care of increased pay for 
the naval personnel. 

Here is a country, heavily in debt, giving more adequate compensation to 
its sea defenders, for one purpose—development of morale. The rich and pros- 
perous government of the United States should do no less for the same purpose. 





OF COURSE, WE ARE greatly pleased by the creation of the Pay Commis- 

sion. We are grateful to those friends who have written giving us the credit 
for this forward step toward the achievement of a living wage for the officers, 
active and retired, and the enlisted personnel. We can say with becoming mod- 
esty that we helped, but don’t forget Curtis D. Wilbur, former Secretary, who 
started the first pay investigation; Secretary Adams, and now Secretary Hur- 
ley; also the Interdepartmental Pay Board and the Retired Officers Associa- 
tion. So far as we are concerned, we intend to continue our work with all the 
aggressiveness possible. Common decency demands rates of pay which will en- 
_, men to live and to support their families at least with some degree of 
comfort. 





ALREADY, WE HEAR TALK of what the cost of anything like a fair in- 
crease will be. Suppose it were sixty or eighty millions annually. Is that 
any reason why Uncle Sam should fail to pay living wages? We know he doesn’t 
do it now, and his own representatives admit it. Further, officers are resigning 
daily because of insufficient compensation, and getting jobs which will enable 
them to provide comfort for themselves and their families. The base pay of po- 
licemen in New York is $3,000; what does the average second lieutenant get— 
$2,199, which includes pay and all allowances! Government is a business. Its 
empioyes should be paid at least as much as they would command in civil life. 





"THE SENATE HAS confirmed General Drum as Inspector General and Gen- 
eral Dewitt as Quartermaster General. Both are able, both will make splen- 
did administrators. The harm was done not in their promotion, which was de- 
served, but in the policy inaugurated. We have a great deal of confidence in 
Secretary Hurley, and we feel assured he will not again permit the selection of 
men outside of branches as the heads of those branches. We have heard that 
Generai Drum will not remain long as Inspector General; that he later will be 
made a Major General of the Line. The same thing should be done in the case 
of General DeWitt. Both are leaders. General Drum rendered the highest form 
of effective service in France, and General DeWitt displayed both in peace and 
war the qualities of a first-class soldier. And if and when these things are done, 
then an Inspector General and a Quartermaster should be named as the heads 
of those branches. 





Now THAT THE COMMISSION has been created to give sole attention to 
pay, we feel the promotion situation in the Services should not be neglected. 
In our news columns we have set forth the status of the Navy and Marine 
Corps bills, and also have described the situation of the Army proposal. Con- 
gressman James, for whom our admiration grows, is not forgetful of the con- 
dition which prevails in the Land Service and the necessity of taking care of 
the hump; and we expect his committee eventually to report a bill which will, 
as far as possible, iron out the inequalities that exist. 





THE LONDON THINKING CONFERENCE, expending grey matter on the 
development of solutions of the national security problem produced some in- 
teresting press dispatches. Great Britain does not like the global tonnage pro- 
posal of the French, foreseeing French concentration of construction on sub- 
marines, destroyers and cruisers, which, in the Mediterranean, the Bay of Bis- 
cay and the English Channel, could wreak havoc against England and England’s 
merchant marine in case of war. Japan is indifferent, so that the size and num- 
ber of battleships be decreased and thus her position made secure. Italy says 
she must be equal to France. In other words, each nation is looking out for its 
own interests, and will agree to nothing which will lend superiority to a possible 
enemy. Uncle Sam only is altruistic, but then why not? Look what we did at 
the Washington Conference, when we surrendered sea dominance, accepted par- 
ity, and found that that clever negotiator, Great Britain, had left a loop hole 
which enabled her to continue her preponderance afloat. What we did then we 
shail not do again? And is not the first step in the proposal not to build battle- 
ship replacements, which assures British superiority, with her Rodney and Nel- 
son, even in this class of ships? 





77— CAN’T LEAVE THAT London conference without expressing anew our 
admiration for the openness with which the negotiations are being con- 
ducted. Some have been so impolitic as to claim there is too much secrecy ob- 
served in the British capital, but can it be possible that that is true? Isn’t a 
public meeting held once a week, and at that meeting is not everything re- 
vealed that has transpired? If you don’t believe this, read the illuminating 
speeches filled with eloquent prose poems on the value of peace. It is quite true 
we hear nothing about the proposals exchanged and the attitude of the several 
—— thereon. But that, naturally, is none of the public’s business. 
hen the negotiations shall have been completed, then we will be informd in 
a blaze of rhetorical explanation. We have no right, and we say it with due regard 
to the feeings of the Administration and the American delegation, to know 
anything until we are allowed to know it. Such is democracy in this year of

T. COL. ROBERT W. KERR, MC, 
L USA, died Feb. 1, 1930, at his 
home, 290 Riverside Drive, New York 
City. Col. Kerr was on ROTC duty 
at New York University. His wife 
survives him at above address. 

Col. Kerr entered the Army as First 
Lieutenant, Medical Corps, in 1908 and 
during the World War served in France 
reaching the temporary grade of 
colonel. He was cited for gallantry at 
Raucourt, France, Nov. 9, 1918, when 
“although himself wounded, he carried 
a wounded soldier to the dressing sta- 
tion under heavy enemy machine-gun 
are Kerr was born in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., Jan. 25, 1880 and was graduated 
from Yale University, 1903; he was 
graduated from the Army Medical 
School, 1909 and the Medical Field 
Service School, 1928. He was pro- 
moted to lieutenant colonel, Medical 
Corps, Regular Army, June 1, 1929. 





Officers of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, stationed or formerly sta- 
tioned in the San Francisco Bay re- 
gion to whom Dr. J. Wilson Shiels had 
endeared himself, will be grieved to 
learn of his death at San Francisco on 
Dec. 30, 1929, following a major op- 
eration. E 

Dr. Shiels was one of the most dis- 
tinguished physicians practicing on the 
Pacific Coast. Born in San Francisco 
of Scottish ancestry, he was educated 
at t he University of Edinburgh, Scot- 
land. He had the distinction of twice 
having been president of the famous 
Bohemian Club of San Francisco and 
the renown of having been the author 
of a Bohemian Grove play. At the 
time of his decease he was chief of the 
medical staff of the Franklin Hospital, 
San Francisco. 

At the outbreak of the World War 
Dr. Shiels at once offered his services 
to his country and as major, Medical 
Corps, USA, served throughout the war 
as chief of the Medicai Service, Let- 
terman General Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, for a portion of that period serv- 
ing as commanding officer of that in- 
stitution. ; 

Following the war Dr. Shiels re- 
tained his interest in military medical 
matters and devoted an appreciable 
portion of his time and skill to the 
medical Reserve Corps serving suc- 
cessively as maj., It. col. and col., Med- 
ical Officer’s Reserve Corps. 

Surviving Dr. Shiels are a son, Wil- 
liam C. Shiels, a daughter Mrs. Her- 
bert D. Crall, two sisters, Mrs. E. K. 
Johnstone, wife of Col. E. K. Johns- 
tone, Medical Officers Reserve Corps, 
Mrs. Robert T. Allan and a brother 
Col. G. Franklin Shiels, Med. Res., a 
prominent San Francisco surgeon and 
distinguished soldier. 

With the passing of J. Wilson Shiels 
the services have lost a firm friend, 
the Medical Corps a skillful practi- 
tioner and the world a beautiful per- 
sonality. Of him it well may be said 
“None knew him but to love him or 
loved him but to praise.” 





Maj. Britton Davis, USA, resigned, 
died at the Naval Hospital, San Diego, 
Calif., Jan. 23. 

Davis, a son of former Governor 
Davis, of Texas, was appointed from 
that State to the U. S. Miiltary Acad- 
emy, where he graduated in the Class 
of 1881 and was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant of Cavalry. He resigned 
from the Army in 1886 to become the 
superintendent of the Corralitos Min- 
ing and Cattle Company, a large and 
wealthy corporation ‘of American busi- 
ness men with extensive holdings in 
northern Sonora, Mexico, including 
many ranches and mines. 

In the meantime, his five years as 
a cavalry officer were nearly all spent 
in most active service amongst the 
turbulent Apaches of the Southwest. 
His duties included several assignments 


clusion of his remarkable campaign 
of 1883 into the then unknown heart 
of the Sierra Madres of Mexico, when 
he induced the recalcitrant Chiricahua 
Apaches to return peacefully to the 
reservation, chose Lt. Davis to govern 
them and to instill into that hitherto 
incorrigible tribe the elements of farm- 
ing and the germ of a proper respect 
for civilization. 

On the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War, Britton Davis prof- 
fered his services and was given a com- 
mission, attaining the rank of major 
by the cessation hostilities. He was 
not fated, however, to take part in the 
actual fighting. 

Britton Davis, for many years, had 
devoted a part of his time to literary 
work, and, upon coming to San Diego 
to live, some years ago, made that work 
his main vocation. He is the author 
of many short stories, which have ap- 
peared in various magazines, and of 
the book, “The Truth About Geronimo,” 
in which, against a background of his 
own experience, he writes authenetic- 
ally of a number of historical incidents 
of our Southwest, and gives a clear 
and entertaining picture of life in 
Arizona as it was forty-odd years ago. 

His wife, a brother, and two sons 
and a daughter by a former marriage, 
survive him. 





Rear Adm. William Lauriston How- 
ard, USN, ret., died at Newport, R. L, 
Feb. 3, 1930. Funeral services w:ve 
held at his home in Newport at noon 
Wednesday, Feb. 5, 1930. 

Adm. Howard was born in Plainfield, 
Conn., Jan. 10, 1860. He was appointed 
cadet midshipman to the Naval Acad- 
emy from the State of Connecticut in 
1877 and promoted to the rank of en- 
sign in July, 1884. The following year 
he was a member of the Navy’s ex- 
pedition to Northern Alaska under Lt. 
George M. Stoney, in 1885 and 1886, 

He was appointed to the rank of 
Lieutenant (jg) Sept. 7, 1894, and to 
Lieutenant March 10, 1898. He served 
on board the USS Boston, of Adm. 
Dewey’s squadron, during the Spanish 
American War and participated in the 
Battle of Manila Bay. , 

Promoted to the rank of Lt. Comdr. 
Oct. 11, 1903, he was on duty as naval 
attache to the American embassies at 
Berlin, Rome and Vienna from 1904 to 
1906. He was Naval Attache at Ber- 
lin from 1906 to 1908. 

He was promoted to the rank of 
Commander Jan. 28, 1908, and Captain 
in 1911. He was at the Naval War 
College, Newport, R. I., during 1914 
to 1915. Adm. Howard commanded the 
Naval Station, Portsmouth, N. H., 
from 1915 to 1917, and during the 
World War was in command of the 
USS Pennsylvania. For this service 
he was awarded the Navy Cross. He 
was commissioned rear admiral (T) 
December 1918. 

Adm. Howard was also awarded the 
decoration of the Cross of the Order 
of Merit of Duke Frederick Peter 
Louis of Oldenburg by the Grand Duke 
of Oldenburg and was awarded a dec- 
oration by the government of Italy. 


He retired from active duty Dec. 20, 
1919, with the rank of rear admiral. 





Lt. Col. Ronald E. Fisher, Cav., USA, 
died, Jan. 31, 1930, at Walter Reed 
General Hospital, Washington, D. C. 
Born at Crozierville, Pa., on Feb. 22, 
1873, he enlisted in the Cavalry as pri- 
vate in 1899 and served in the Philip- 
pines.

Modernization of U. S. N. O. 


BILL providing for the modern- 

ization of the Naval Observ-tory 
has been introduced into the House of 
Representatives at the request of the 
Navy Department.

A SERGEANT’S PAY. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HY the great discrepancy in pay 

($51) between the first and second 
grades in the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board report? Although they have in- 
cluded an “Acting Appointment” be- 
tween the two grades, I fail to find 
“such animal” listed in the grades al- 
lowed the Army. 

I believe it would be hard to con- 
vince any Technical or First Sergeant, 
or the majority of the officer personnel, 
that there is a fifty-one (51) dollar 
difference between the worth of the 
two grades (Master Sergeants allowed 
to enter argument also—provided they 
speak truthfully?). In fact, all First 
Sergeants and about 60 per cent of the 
Technical Sergeants (yours truly not 
included) should be included in the 
first grade. 

Since the “Acting Appointment” is in 
the report, and since it was the prob- 
able intention of the Board to make 
normal, rather than abnormal, ad- 
vances in the rate of pay between the 
several grades, be it resolved: That, 
the “powers that be” of the United 
States Army create a new grade, that 
of “Acting Master Sergeant.” That 
the allowance be two for each Master 
Sergeant now allowed, or, better still, 
that each second grade non-com, after 
a certain number of years in grade, be 
automatically given an “Acting Ap- 

intmen The appointments to not 
ieente the total personnel allotted to 
the first two grades. 

If this is impossible, it is believed 
that the second and third grade pay 
should be advanced, leaving the dis- 
crepancy, if any be necessary, between 
the third and fourth grades. In fact, 
between these grades is where it really 
belongs, for that is where the “dignity 
of the profession” begins, the three 
higher grade allowances (travel, quar- 
ters, etc.) being more dignified than 
that allowed the lower grades. 

Another point, not connected with 
the above, that should also be given 
some consideration is this: Why should 
a member of any of the first three 
gee who, according to regulations, 

entitled to quarters (if not avail- 
able, the monetary allowance) on a 

a private room in a hospital, a 

r berth when traveling, etc., etc., 

be allowed only the same amount for 

quarters, when on a commutation sta- 

tus, as the lower grades.

HE THINKS ITS WRONG. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
THE proposition put ‘forth by the 

Interdepartmental Pay Board for 
the increase in pay of officers and en- 
listed men of the Army was based 
upon faulty and outmoded premises 
in many instances. It seemed that the 
Interdepartmental Board kept a-loving 
eye on tradition and precedent and 
showed little originality or new con- 
ceptions of the pay problem other than 
recommending a general increase, which 
was little more than expected. 

The biggest mistake the Board made 
—and which, if the proposed legisla- 
tion fails, will be the cause of the fail- 
ure—was in cleaving to the antique 
and silly argument that an enlisted 
man should never receive more base 
pay than an officer. In the light of 
decades of examples in civilian business 
circles, a Board composed of men of 
high rank and reputed learning ad- 
hered to the doctrine that a brand-new 
Second Lieutenant, with no service, no 
experience and no conception of his 
responsibilities should receive more 
base pay than a Sergeant-Major, Mas- 
ter Sergeant or First Sergeant of long 
service, who, in the final analysis, is 
worth a round dozen of brand-new 
oa Lieutenants in any organiza- 
ion. 

Turn to modern business for an an- 
alogy. The engineer in the cab of his 
locomotive, guiding thousands of tons 
of hurtling steel through the night and 
with hundreds of lives in his grasp, 
receives from $350 to $400 per month. 
Suppose the highest rate of pay he 
could ever hope to attain would be $100 
to $140 per month, the monthly rate 
now given to men fresh from college— 
Second Lieutenants of commerce and 
industry? What type of men would be 
drawn toward the engineer’s cab? 


Men fresh from college are worth 
only $100—$140 per month and most 
of them are glad to get it. Business 
does not put a higher value upon the 
educated but inexperienced young man. 
Why should the Army pay its inex- 
perienced bright young men $3,000 per 
year as proposed by the Interdepart- 
mental Board? They can not be worth 
it. And I do not think a young man 
is so much interested in the immedi- 
ate return from any position as he is 
in the opportunities for advancement 
that it offers. 


The Master Sergeant, Sergeant-Ma- 
jor and First Sergeant, performing 
long, arduous and heavy duties, fulfill- 
ing positions of high responsibility and 
seasoned with many years of active 
experience ought to receive adequate 
pay. And that pay is more than the 
$1,800 per year that the Interdepart- 
mental Board says they can ever hope 
to receive. In my estimation it is at 
least $250 per month. That is the 
smallest figure anyone can point to 
when he considers the work, position 
and duties of the Sergeant. 


Of course all these figures and esti- 
mates are based upon the fact that the 
yor in question is competent. Thus 

believe that a Major or Brigadier 
General is worth $50,000. or $100,000 
per year to the government if he is 
worth a cent, and that competent offi- 
cers in other grades are worth much 
more than a government will ever pay 
them. If it is not possible for the 
government to pay them what they are 
worth, then they should be paid a sal- 
ary commensurate with similar re- 
—- and qualifications in civil 

e. 


But it must be ascertained that offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers are 
competent, and that they can under- 
take their responsibilities. If the offi- 
cers and men can not measure up to 
the necessary qualifications then they 
should be ousted. You can not keep 
a man’s self respect unless he is paid 
adequately. And you can not keep the 
self-respect of the men about him un- 
aap Be is competent to continue in his 


I know the expense of the military 
establishment is one of ever-present 
concern, but I also know that the 
American people want to see their sol- 
diers properly paid. If the question 
of the pay increase were submitted to 
a national vote I predict that any ra- 
tional and sensible pay bill would 
carry an overwhelming majority. The 
largest city in the country recently de- 
cided by vote of 4 to 1 to increase the 
pay of their protectors and guardians.

A-26492. (S) Transportation for de- 
pendents—Permanent change of sta- 
tion—Child, stepchild or adopted child. 

Officers of any of the services in- 
cluded in the Joint Pay Act of June 
10, 1922, 42 Stat. 625, claiming trans- 
portation for child or children, whether 
legitimate child, stepchild or adopted 
child, will be required to furnish a 
certificate setting forth facts which 
bring the claim within the limitations 
imposed by the act of February 21, 
1929, 48 Stat. 1254. A form of cer- 
tificate is prescribed. 

Rental and subsistence allowances— 
Dependent child or children. 

Officers of any of the services in- 
cluded within the Joint Pay Act of 
June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 625, claiming 
allowances as with dependents, the de- 
pendent being legitimate or adopted 
child or children, will be required to 
establish that the facts exist bringing 
the case within the act of February 21, 
1929, 43 Stat. 1254. Forms of cer- 
tificates and affidavits are prescribed. 

A-30021. (S). Pay—Additional—Ex- 
traordinary heroism—Member of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve. 

Credit for extraordinary heroism en- 
titling to increased pay under section 
26 of the act of February 28, 1925, 
43 Stat. 1087, must be established by 
the issuance of a medal of honor ut 
der section 1407, Revised Statutes, or 
the act of March 3, 1901, 31 Stat. 1099, 
or by the issuance of a medal of honor 
or Navy cross under the act of Feb- 
ruary 4, 1919, 40 Stat. 1056. 

A-27301. (S) Mileage—Change of 
station while on leave—Army officer. 

Where an officer departs from his 
station while in a leave status for 4 
prospective station and by modified or- 
ders returns to his station for a con- 
tinuation of duty thereat he is not en- 
titled to mileage under the provisions 
of the act of June i2, 1906, 34 Stat. 
247. In such case the rule is that 3 
change of ultimate station under modi- 
fied orders while the officer is in 4 
leave status entitles him to mileage 43 
if the original orders had directed 
travel to the station named in the modi- 
fied orders, 19 Comp.

Governors Island (Special).—Uni- 
form short-wave radio regulations out- 
lining the amateur’s place in the mili- 
tary scheme and describing methods 
for the conduct of stations of the 
United States Army within New York 
State, New Jersey, and Delaware and 
on board Army transports in Atlantic 
waters were made public by Maj. Gen. 
Hanson E. Ely, commanding the 2nd 
Corps Area. 

Affecting all Signal Corps and other 
Regular Army personnel engaged in 
radio communication work in the 2nd 
Corps Area, the new regulations 
classify the various kinds of official 
radio service, established radio nets, 
and assign call letters to each Army 
station. 

Under this system the permanent 
garrisons under Gen. Ely’s command 
are linked in a net to be known as the 
2nd Corps Area Radio Net, over which 
will be transmitted only radiograms 
pertaining to the transaction of official 
business. In the 2nd Corps Area Net 
will be the following stations, with 
eall signs, transmission frequencies, and 
signals as indicated: 

Corps Area control station at Gcver- 
nors Island," WVP, 223, CW; Camp 
Dix, N. J., AC4, 275, CW; Ft. Mon- 
mouth, WTW, 275, CW; Ft. Hancock, 
WUB, 275, CW; West Point, WUW, 
275, CW; Ft. Totten, WUL, 275, CW; 
Mitchel Field, WYA, 275, CW, and 
Army Mine Planter “Joseph Henry,” 
WYAC, 275, ICW. 

Over the Air Corps Radio Net will 
be carried reports of accidents to air- 
craft and relief work, information of 
the movement of aircraft from field 
to field, and weather reports. In this 
net will be the Ft.. Monmouth, trans- 
mitting on a frequency of 200 KC, to 
Station WYA, and the Mitchel Field 
station, transmitting on 200 KC, to 
station WTW, and to the Air Corps 
net control station, Washington, D. C., 
and transmitting on 220 KC, to sta- 
tions WVO, and WUC. 

Within tactical units of the Army 
there have been authorized tactical ra- 
dio nets, to be utilized in carrying out 
field operations of troops and varying 
in number and sizes, according to the 
strength of the command. For these 
field stations, blocks of radio call signs 
will be granted to regimental com- 
manders, who will assign them to the 
individual units. 

The experimental station at the Sig- 
nal Corps Laboratory, Ft. Monmouth, 
B4J and WLY, the Signal School, Ft. 
Montmouth, BP4, and the Chemistry 
and Electrical Laboratory at West 
Point, BA6, have been linked in a spe- 
cial net and will operate on variable 
frequencies. 

Signal Corps officers at headquar- 
ters on Governors Island will continue 
to supervise the operation of the Army 
amateur radio net, through the con- 
trol station, W2SC, located at Ft. 
Wood, the Statue of Liberty. This 
net consists of a group of non-official 
amateur radio stations designed prim- 
arily, Gen. Ely’s announcement ex- 
plains, for furnishing communication 
in time of stress or emergency, when 
commercial facilities are unavailable or 
inoperative. The amateur net is not 
ordinarily available for handling of- 
ficial traffic, Army personnel have been 
informed, but it may be used for ex- 
perimental and training purposes, sub- 
ject to the usual restrictions and risks 
imposed by and upon amateur traffic.

Attacks Nat. Guard Funds 
JN A speech made on the floor of the 

House during the consideration of 
the War Department appropriations 
bill, which was recently printed in the 
appendix of the Congressional Record, 
Representative LaGuardia, of New 
York, urged that the Congress ‘rewrite 
the National Defense Act, go back to 
j the old American system of the Na- 
tional Guard, and discourage these two 
weeks outings on full pay and allow- 
ance for a lot of superannuated fel- 
lows.” 

“If we are going to have reserve 
officers’ camps,” he said, “then get 
second lieutenants there and train them 
so we will have the benefit of their 
potential service for the next 20 years.” 

After pointing out that the National 
Guard appropriations by the Federal 
Government is $32,619,798, Mr. La- 
Guardia said, “I admit it is not the 
popular thing to take the floor and ad- 
vocate reducing this bill by $32,000,- 
000. I believe it can be done without 
impairing the national defense one bit.” | 

“The amount paid for armory drills,” 
LaGuardia said, “which is something 
new in our national-guard policy and 
should never have been written into 
the law—is a little over $11,000,000; 
to be exact it is $11,541,168—which is 
$240,000 a drill, as the learned chair- 
man of the subcommittee suggests. 
When I say ‘something new,’ of course 
I refer to the provisions of the national 
defense act. 

“The original American system of 
the National Guard,” he declared, “did 
not call for drill pay, and I refuse to 
admit that our National Guard would 
go out of existence if we cut out this 
entire item. There is an item of $9,- 
485,875 for the expense of camps of 
instruction. I suppose that has refer- 
ence to to the annual 2-week camping 
period. That might be cut in half. 
Then you have your reserve camps. In 
the officers’ reserve camps you will 
find a lot of old fellows. I am told 
there are more lieutenant colonels go- 
ing there than second lieutenants, and 
they are paid the full pay and allow- 
ances for the two weeks they spend at 
these training camps, and unless we 
have a war immediately for them they 
will be superannuated in a few years 
and absolutely no good to us. 

“Now, what happened? I think that 
when the national defense act was 
rewritten the Army included this in 
the general scheme, saying: 

“ ‘Heretofore we have played this 
game alone. [It is pretty hard for us 
to get Congress, so we will take in 
the National Guard and everybody 
else, and the boys will have to go 
along.’ 

“I admit it is not the popular thing 
to take the floor and advocate reduc- 
ing this bill by $32,000,000. I be- 
lieve it can be done without impairing 
the national defense one bit.” 








To Report Five Bills 


FIVE bills were ordered reported by 

the House Committee on Military 
Affairs last week. H. R. 7272, pro- 
viding for the construction of a paved 
road across Ft. Sill Military Reserva- 
tion was amended in keeping with the 
suggestion of the War Department. As 
originally introduced, authorized the 
Secretary of War to construct the road 
and turn the title and obligation of 
maintenance over to the State of 
Oklahoma. 

Reporting on the bill, Secretary Hur- 
ley stated that the War Department 
would favor it if half the cost would 
be borne by the State of Oklahoma. 
He further stated that as Ft. Sill is 
an active reservation the Department 
would not be willing to surrender jur- 
isdiction over any portion of the road 
on the reservation. The bill was re- 
ported with these stipulations. 

The War Department would be com- 
pelled to give H. R. 7272 a low prior- 
ity, Secretary Hurley stated. 

H. R. 9154, authorizing the construc- 
tion of revetment wall at Ft. Moul- 
trie, S. C., was ordered favorably re- 
ported. Another bill granting a right 
of way over Ft. Banks Military Reser- 
vation to the town Winthrop, Mass., 
was favorably acted upon, as was H. 
R. 8162, which would amend the act 
of March 3, 1925, providing for the 
restoration of Ft. McHenry as a mem- 
orial to Francis Scott Key. The amend- 
ment would enlarge slightly the ground 
allotted. 

Report was also ordered on H. R. 
4198, authorizing the exchange of land 
at the Catoosa Springs, Ga. Target

Sen. Caraway’s Charges 
IN spite of the fact that two govern- 
ments—the United States and Cuba 
—have both repudiated the charges 


made by Senator Caraway, under 
cloak of Congressional immunity, 
against Maj. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, 
USA-ret., the Senator has apparently 
not changed his stand. President 
Machado of Cuba has taken note, press 
dispatches relate, of the lobby com- 
mittee’s report, intimating that Gen. 
Crowder was employed by Cuban 
sugar interests through the Cuban 
executive and has flatly denied that 
the general had been employed by the 
Cuban Government on tarif matters. 

In regard to Caraway’s charge that 
the general was “peddling what pur- 
ported to be the secret plans of the 
general staff,” the War Department 
already has ruled that nothing con- 
fidential was divulged by Gen. 
Crowder nor did he as a retired offi- 
ren’ seek to learn anything confiden- 
tial. 

Gen. Crowder, it is known, was re- 
tained as a lawyer by American and 
Cuban sugar companies operating in 


: Cuba, before the tarif discussion was 


started and his employment had noth- 
ing to do with it. 

The Chicago Journal of Commerce 
in an editorial told of the committee 
report which said Gen. Crowder 
“labored in unison with Lakin and 
Shattuck, his employment apparently 
coming from Cuban sugar interests 
acting through President Machado, to 
whom he, as well as Lakin and Shat- 
tuck reported.” 

“Such employment,” the newspaper 
said,“would have been perfectly hon- 
orable, but truth is that it did not 
exist. Gen. Crowder refused to be 
employed. He gave his services ab- 
solutely free. The country has re- 
ceived the contrary impression be- 
cause the committee issued its report 
without previously having shown 
enough sense or decency to call him as 
a witness.” 


Col. Starbird Retired 


Governors Island (Special)—Col. 
Alfred A. Starbird, assistant chief of 
staff, G-3, at 2nd Corps Area Head- 
quarters, was retired on Feb. 6. 

After a brief enlisted service in the 
Maine Militia, Col. Starbird was com- 
missioned in the Regular Army n 1898, 
and saw service during the duration of 
the Philippine Insurrection. During 
the World War he served as a brigadier 
general with the Field Artillery bri- 
gade of the 8th Division in France. 
From Dec. 6, 1918, to May, 1919, he 
commanded the port of Brest, winning 
the Distinguished Service Medal for 
his success there. Promoted colonel in 
1920, he commanded the 7th Field Ar- 
tillery at Ft. Ethan Allen in 1925 and 
1926, and was instrumental in obtain- 
ing the Field Artillery range at Under- 
hill, Vt., for the government while in 
that command. 





Would Be Made W. O.’s 

Y THE terms of H. R. 8912,-:intro- 

duced by Mr. Boylan, of New York, 
the Secretary of War is authorized to 
appoint as warrant officers of the 
Regular Army any persons whose com- 
missioned service in the Army during 
the World War, added to their prior 
service as Quartermaster employees 
amounted to 12 years or more of con- 
tinuous service prior to June 4, 1920, 
and who are now classified clerks of 
the Quartermaster Corps and who were 
not eligible for appointment as field 
clerks, Quartermaster Corps, under the 
provisions of the Act of August 29, 
1916, because their designation was 
other than that of clerk. In determin- 
ing length of service for longevity pay 
and retirement they are to cred- 
ited with and entitled to count the 
same military service as authorized 
for warrant officers, and all classified 
service rendered as employees of the 
Quartermaster Department and Quar- 
termaster Corps. The limitation in the 
Act of June 30, 1922, on the number 
of warrant officers would be waived 
in this case.

Texas Honors Gen. Wolters 

Austin, Tex. (Special)—For the first 
time in the history of Texas, a Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal award was 
made by the legislature on Jan. 28, 
Brig.

Gen. Wolters, a distinguished Hous- 
ton lawyer and a military writer of 
note, first joined the National Guard 
as a private of Infantry in 1891, was 
commissioned a first lieutenant, Cav-— 
alry, in 1898, and served in the Volun-: 
teer Army during the war with Spain. 
He has been a brigadier general of- 
the line since 1918, 


Has Had 53 Years’ Service 


Presidio of San Francisco (Special). 
—Mr. Berthold Rey, who started his 
service with the United States Army 
before most majors and colonels now- 
in the Army were born, has just re- 
ceived congratulations from Maj. Gen. 
John L. Hines, commanding the 9th 
Corps Area, and his chief of staff, Col. 
Isaac Newell, upon the completion of 
53 years service. 


Custer’s campaign against the Sioux 
and his massacre by them in 1876 so 
fired the spirit of this young man that 
at the age of 18 he left Philadelphia 
for the frontier and enlisted as a 
private with G Troop of the old 3rd 
Cavalry on Jan. 10, 1877 at Ft. D. A. 
Russell, Wyo. 

Mr. Rey’s first field service against 
the Indians took place on Jan. 8 and 
9, 1879, in the vicinity of Ft. Robinson, 
Nebr., when the northern Cheyennes 
went on the war path. At that time he 
saw active service and learned to know 
such famous characters as Buffalo Bill, 
and Gen. Crook’s famous Indian guide, 
Frank Girard. 

After completing some 15 years serv- 
ice as a soldier he transferred to the 
Civil Service branch and has served 
continuously since that time as a mes- 
senger at the Western Department and 
later at 9th Corps Area headquarters. 

He has served under 26 different 
generals, the first being that famous 
old pair of Indian fighters, Maj. Gens. 
George A. Crook. and Nelson A. Miles. 

Mr. Rey is loud in his praise of the 
Army and the attractive life, but like 
a great many other old soldiers, be- 
lieves there is no Army like the Army 
he served with in what he character- 
izes as “the good old days.”

Governors Island (Special).—The 
Army is to come out of its forts and 
garrisons and mingle in the community.

Regimental and post commanders 
will be free to select the march routes 
and camp sites, as well as to arrange 
athletic events, military ceremonies, 
band concerts, and other activities © 
which would interest residents of near- 
by communities. It was explained that 
the troops stationed at Governors Is- 
land and those at Ft. Hamilton, will

SC Has Jungle Problems 
r IS not only the Engineer detach- 

ment under Maj. Dan I. Sultan that 
has its problems in the jungles of Nic- 
aragua in surveying a route for the 
proposed new Isthmian Canal. Many of 
the same difficulties, and others pe- 
culiar to their own craft, face the Sig- 
nal Corps detachment that recently 
sailed, under Tech. Sgt. E. C. Smith, 


SC, for Nicaragua. 

Before sailing, Sgt. Smith and the 
ten radio operators underwent a stren- 
uous course in the Signal School at 
Ft. Monmouth. Col. A. S. Cowen, SC, 
commandant of the school, personally 
supervised their instruction. It is es- 
sential that these soldiers be expert 
radio operators and qualified main- 
tenance men as well. The atmospheric 
disturbances of the tropics make com- 
munication by radio at times practic- 
ally an impossibility and the extreme 
humidity which will be encountered in 
Nicaragua is an ever present source 
of trouble and annoyance to those en- 
gaged in radio communication. 

The detachment was also subjected 
to a rigid physical examination and 
minor defects which w pass un- 
noticed under normal conditions were 
corrected. Malaria is _ prevalent 
throughout Central America and qui- 
nine forms a part of the regular diet 
of most of the white inhabitants. Tests 
were made to ascertain whether or 
not these soldiers fell in the class of 
those able to take quinine without suf- 
fering harm. 

The equipment taken by the detach- 
ment consisted of four portable, self- 
contained radio transmitters and re- 
ceivers. It is contemplated that three 
separate mapping details will be op- 
erating from a headquarters base in 
Managua. Communication between 
each detail and the headquarters, as 
well as between details, is desired. 
The radio sets have a frequency range 
of from 330 to 860 kilocycles and will 
operate over distances of about 125 
miles on the ground and with planes 
in the air, up to about 50 miles. The 
power unit for the transmitter con- 
sists of a small, high voltage generator 
driven by a single cylinder gasoline 
engine similar to an outboard motor. 
The radio equipment and power unit 
are mounted on skids so that it may 
be carried on either animal or motor 
drawn transportation. 

The climatic conditions under which 
these Signal Corps soldiers will op- 
erate, their methods of travel and their 
means and methods of communication, 
present an interesting contrast to a 
similar pioneering expedition in which 
the Signal Corps was engaged almost 
30 years ago. 

In 1900-01, ist Lt. George S. Gibbs 
(now Chief Signal Officer), was en- 
gaged in building a telegraph line 
across the wind swept tundras of Alas- 
ka from Ft. Yukon to Ft. Egbert. His 
transportation facilities consisted of 
faithful dog teams, the only means of 
travel known to the North, and his 
communication agency was the well 
known Morse telegraph. The Nicara- 
guan detail, on the other hand, after 
reaching Corinto, will go by rail to 
Managua. From Managua to the 
jungles and the scene of its endeavors, 
the Central American burro and pack 
mule will be its mode of transporta- 
tion, and its communication agency 
will be the modern wireless telegraph. 

The modest telegraph line construc- 
ted by the Signal Corps in Alaska 30 
years ago has grown into a vast com- 
munication system consisting of 50 
telegraph, radio and submarine cable 
stations embracing all of our north- 
land. 

The Signal School, where Sgt. Smith 
and his detachment were trained, in 
addition to maintaining one of the 
finest radio schools in the country, con- 


ducts courses for telephone electricians, : 


meteorologists, Morse telegraphers and 
photographers. From this school are 
drawn the men who install, maintain 
and operate the vast signal communi- 
cation systems used in a modern Army. 

Graduates of this school who do not 
eare for Army life readily find excel- 
lent positions in the co com- 
munication companies of the country. 
The rapid development of commercial 
aviation has caused a large demand 
for trained meteorological observers 
and the meteorologists’ course at the 
Signal School is always crowded. The 
present enrollment of the school is 
about 270 students.

Newark (Special) —The first of 
seven airplanes assigned to the 44th 
Div. N. N. NG air unit, arrived at 
Newark Airport from the Air Corps 
Depot at Middletown, Pa., today.

An all-metal tri-motored seaplane 
announced to be the largest in the 
United States, passed successfully a 
series of tests at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard last week. The plane has 
been designated as the 5AT and. it can 
be readily converted from water to land 
use. 

Primarily the ship is a passenger 
transport plane, it was announced, 
which can carry fourteen passengers, 
baggage and mail, and can be con- 
verted into a bomber or torpedo ship, 
a 20-passenger troop transport or air 
ambulance. 

As a torpedo carrier it has capacity 

for two torpedoes weighing 1,800 
pounds each, As a bomber, with 
landing wheels substituted for floats, 
it has a useful load of 6,000 pounds, 
equivalent to a cargo including a pilot, 
radio operator, bomber, gunner, three 
machine guns, two 1,100-pound bombs, 
800 pounds of smaller demolition bombs 
and fuel sufficient for five or six 
of flight. 
_ Tests at the Philadelphia Nevy Yard, 
it was announced, showed that with 
full load the plane has a high speed 
of 127 miles an hour, a cruising speed 
of 103 miles, a stalling speed of 65 
miles, and that with full load it can 
take off in 17 seconds.

Aviation Medicine Stressed. 
G@TATISTICS recently published indi- 

cate that 59 per cent of the acci- 
dents. for commercial flying, 63 per 
cent for the Army and 74 per cent for 
the Navy are due to the failure of pi- 
lots and the human elemdnt. This 
brings out the importance of and the 
necessity for Aviation Medicine. 

During the past few years there has 
been a regular decrease in flying cas- 
ualties in the Air Corps, but there has 

no decrease in the causes of cas- 
ualties on account of failure of pilots. 

Generally, the increase of safety has 
been caused by improvement in con- 
struction and safety devices, increased 
knowledge of the causes of crashes and 
the subsequent application of this 
knowledge, the thorongh and system- 
atie training of flyers in the Army 
aviation schools, and the systematic 
and thorough inspection of aircraft be- 
fore every flight. 

The importance of looking after the 
physical and mental condition of fly- 
ers has been recognized in the Army 
since the early days of aviation, and 
Aviation Medicine is yearly becoming 
of more and more importance. In the 
office of the Chief of Air Corps there 
is a division of Aviation Medicine un- 
der the direction of a colonel of the 
Medical Corps. At Brooks Field there 
is a School of Aviation Medicine. Sixty 
flight surgeons have passed through 
this school and are stationed at the 
Army flying fields in the United. States 
and in the overseas departments: 

To qualify as flight surgeon, a. medi- 
cal officer must first take the intensive 
and practical three months basic 
course at the School of Aviation Medi- 
cine. If he fully qualifies at this school 
he is eligible for detail as assistant 
flight surgeon or flight surgeon at one 
of the Air Corps stations of the Army, 
where he continues his progress in this 
specialty of modern medicine. 

The aviation branch of the Medical 
Corps has consistently stressed the ne- 
cessity of “air-mindedness” as a pre- 
requisite in the qualifications of its 
flight surgeons. Hence all flight surg- 
eons are required to fly regularly and 
frequently. Several are qualified air 
pilots. 

A table compiled in the office of the 
Surgeon General shows that fatalities 
per 1,000 male military personnel have 

mn: 

1922, 0.49; 1928, 0.25; 1924, 0.29; 
1925, 1.28; 1926, .17; 1927, 0.23, and 
1928, 0.26. 

Average airplane flight hours per 
fatal accident have steadily imc 
from 2,717 in 1922 to 7,316 in 1928. 


Army Band to Tour in Fall. 


ON ACCOUNT of the very favorable 
reaction from the cities visited on 
the previous concert tours of the Army 
Band of Washington, D. C., the Secre- 
tary of War has authorized another 
tour by the band this fall. 

This will be the fourth concert tour 
of this military musical organization 
in the United States. In addition, the 
Army Band had a most successful tour 
of Spain last summer, where they rep- 
resented musically the United States 
and the 21 countries of the Pan-Amer- 
iean Unien at the Expositions in Se- 
ville and Barcelona. 

Many requests have been received 
from cities throughout the country 
which desire to be incorporated in the 
tour of the band. After giving due con- 
sideration to these requests, it was de- 
cided to confine the major portion of 
the forthcoming tour to the States of 
Pennsylvania, New York, New Jersey 
and New England. This will permit the 
band to visit a section of the country 
where it has appeared heretofore in 
only a few cities.

Lt. B. B. Talley, paymaster and quar- 
termaster, learning that the detach- 
ment at San Carlos was reduced to ex- 
tremities, so far as meat component 
was concerned, set out from Greytown 
by small boat with the detachment pay 
roll and three pigs. En route the 
turbulent San Juan River all but 
swamped his frail craft. Lt. Talley 
secured the- money to his person and 
grasped the boat with one hand and a 
pig with the other. The remaining 
two-thirds of his livestock washed 
away. On arrival at San Carlos, Lt. 
Talley received little attention, but 
lusty cheers were given for the pig. 

A commercial steamship on Lake 
Nicaragua is available for movement 
of supplies from Granada to San Car- 
los. However, the Engineers must. then 
make their own distribution along the 
125 miles of the San Juan. Due to 
rapids, small boats must be used. 

Only two small launches are. avail- 
able to tow 40 tons of supplies weekly 
to four different camps. They must 
make the round trip im five days over 
this unimproved, unlighted, jungle 
river. 

The strong and rapid currents, the 
trade winds, the heavy loads, and. the 
continual rain, tax the motors to and 
beyond their capacity. No available 
motor has been able to avoid exces- 
sive breakdowns. With such a proving 
ground, the Engineers will be able to 
make some interesting practical tests 
on portable and other small boat mo- 
tors, in addition to surveying the Nic- 
araguan Canal route.

service graduating midshipmen who 
do not desire ultimately to continue 
their naval career. Accordingly the 
Bureau has notified the Naval Acad- 
emy that it is now prepared to con- 
sider resignations upon uation of 
midshipmen of the Class of 1930, to a 
probable number not in excess of 25 
or 30. 

In this notification the Bureau stated 
that it desired no good officer material 
be lost to the Navy through hasty or 
ill-considered submission of resigna- 
tions, and suggested that before re- 
signing, midshipmen weigh thoroughly 
their interest in, and suitability for the 
naval service, without undue appre- 
hension concerning unfavorable promo- 
tion prospects or possible reduction of 
the officer strength of the Navy due to 
future limitation of naval armaments.

In 
subsequent years, however, there will] 
probably be a small surplus each year 
for whom commissions cannot be pro. 
vided. This is detrimental, however, 
both to the graduates and to the Service 
since the limited number fixed under 
the conditions in 1916 is no longer suf. 
ficient to meet the needs of the Navy, 

At that time the Navy consisted in 
the main of large vessels requiring but 
a relatively small proportion of offi- 
cers to enlisted men. Since that time, 
however, the number of smaller ves. 
sels proportionately has increased, re- 
quiring more officers relative to men 
and also large demands upon the officer 
strength have been made by the rap- 
idly expanding aviation arm of the 
Navy. For two years past the annual 
report of the Chief of Bureau of Navi- 
gation has recommended an increase in 
the authorized strength of officers to 
6% of the authorized enlisted men, 
Such an increase would not only insure 
the commissioning for many years of 
the entire classes graduating from the 
Naval Academy, since the Line strength 
would be filled up but very slowly by 
the annual small excess, but would also 
insure a more adequately officered 
combatant Navy.
